The Wasatch County Planning 
Commission gave preliminary 
approval to the Old Mill 

eadows Trailer Court, being 
proposed to be constructed south 
of Heber City on Hwy. 40. 

The approval was given with 
several stipulations, that have to 
be complied with before the final 
approval can be granted. 

The court is proposed with 60 
condominium type pads. These 


areas would be sold to the 
individual owners and up-keep 
etc. witll be maintained by the 
owners. 

The project will receive its 
water through an agreement with 
the Heber City Water Depart- 
ment, and sewage service will be 
bought from the Heber City 
portion of the Heber Valley 
Special Service District. 

One of the stipulations is that 


the developers, John Lipman and 
Brent C. Hill get with the area 
landowners to discuss what type 
of fence would be appropriate 
around the trailer park. 

The Planning Commission also 
approved the building of three 
caretaker dwellings at the 
Strawberry Valley by the Straw- 
berry Water Users Association. 

Bob Mathis, County Planner, 
said that the sites have already 


been submitted for two cabins, 
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but that the Association is 
starting construction on a third, 
and that there is a need for the 
third one. They met all require- 
ments for the dwellings. 


The Commissioner approved 
that the Association could build 
the third dwelling if they would 
submit a change in writing to the 
commission.
